The Roosevelt dam in Arizona, the 
most important masonry structure yet 
undertaken by the reclamation service, 
was formally dedicated on the after 
of March 18 by former Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt in the pres- 
ence of the prominent territorial of- 
ficers, the government engineers and 
parts of the south- 


west 
This dam jis on* of the most im 
pressive irrigation structures In the 


world, and its construction ts one of 
the great engineering feats of the ag’ 
From foundation rock to top of para- 
pet walls it is 284 feet hieh, its length 
on crest is 1,080 feet, and its cubical 


contents are °26.000 yards. Its base 

|} covers approximately an acre of 
ground The first stone was laid on 
Sept. 20, 1906. and the structure was 
finally completed on Feb. 5, 1911. 

The Roosevelt dam serves a dual 
purpose-—first as a conserver of flonts| 
and, second. to develop power The 
storage reservoir crested hy the dam 


is one of the largest ar‘ificial bodies 
of water in the world Spread outa 
foot deep, it would more than cover 
the entire state of Delaware. 

With the water sunply now euaran- 
Roosevelt reservoir near- 
lv a quarter ef a million scres will 
soon be in cultivation The annual 
income from this land when fully de- 
veloned will be greater than the entire

40 CHILDREN KILLED IN MOVING 
PICTURE SHOW 


Cry of Fire Causes Panic in Which 
Tots Were Trampled to Death 

It-is reported that a terrible disas- 
ter, in which forty children and one 
woman were killed, occurred in a mov- 
ing-plcture show at Bilbao. 

The buildins was crowded with 
spectators, composed almost exclusive- 
ly of women and children, especially 
in the galleries and balconies, Sud- 
denly a cry of “Fire!’ was raised, 
and the audience rushed in panic Aor 
the exits. 

The police and staff of the circus 
were powerless to check the panic 
and more than twenty children los: 
their lives, veing trampled to death 
or suffocated. 

As soon as the news became gen 
erally known in Bilbao, crowds gath 
ered outside the building, and hear 
rending scenes were witnessed as par 
ents and friends recognized the v! 
tims. 

The cry of Fire! appears to hay 
been raised as a practical joke, whi 
must be considered criminal, for 
outbreak seems to have occurred, 
large number of people are bellev .

An accident in Lond, England, 
which occurred on the River Tyne 
brought to light the fact that a work- 
man who was known as George Palm- 
er Was actually a married woman.

MUTINY AND MURDER 
IN A FRENCH PRISON 


Chief Warder, His Wite, an Assist 
ant and a Mutineer 
= Killed 


In Paris, some horrible scenes 
of slaughter accompanied the revolt 
of a number of prisoners in the civil 


The mutineers killed the chief ward- 
er, his wife, and the chief assistant 
warder. A number of other people 
were badly hurt. The mutineers 
shut themsel\es into one of the cells, 
and when they were overpowered one, 
man was killed and the ringleader of 
the mutiny hanged himself. 

The mutiny began at 4.30 In the 
afternoon, when the prisoners’ even-| 
ing meal was being taken around. I[t 
begen with a violent complaint against ' 
a man) 


The chief warder ordered the man) 
to be quiet, and threatened him with | 
punishment. Drahonnet who had a 
razor hidden in his right hand, rushed | 
at the chief warder, Archinard, and 
as Archinard tried to get at his re- 
volver other prisoners dashed at him’ 


|}and Drahonnet cut his throat. 


Archinard’s wife heard his shrieks 
as he fell, She rushed into the mov 


| of mutineers and flew at the ring-| 


leader. A prisoner tried to help her! 
to seize Drahonnet, but the man, who. 
was a giant in stature and {fn strength, | 
caught Mme, Archinard by the hair, | 
bent her back over his knee and with | 
one stroke severed her head from her 
body. } 

The assistant chief warder, Bonnet, 
who had been in another part of the, 
prison, hurried up with other warders | 
and a pitched battle began in the cor | 


ridors of the prison. | 


Drahonnet had found a long-handled | 


hatchet with which he did terrible, 
damage, and a few minutes after the! 
death of his chief, Bonnet was killed) 
by a crushing stroke of the ringlead- 
er's axe which clefi his skull in 
two. 

The fight had taken place on the 
ground floor of the prison. The 


ant Pernin, who happened to be pass- 
ing, rushed in to give assistance to the; 
warders. He received two knife} 
wounds In the throat and another in| 
the left side, and is not expected to 
recover, 

Close cn the heels of Lieutenant 
Pernin came the commissioner of po- 
lice, but the mutineers tore his clothes 
to pieces, rushed him out of the pris- 
on and locked the doors. The ward- 
ers followed, for by this time the pris- 
oners on the upper floors had been 
released, and outnumbering their jail-| 
ors, they expelled them and barricad- 
ed themselves in the prison. 

An immense crowd of civilians, po- 
lice, gendarmes and soldiers surround- 
ed the prison. The representative of 
the government and the commissioner 


of police took command, and after, 
three hours’ seige the outer doors. 
were forced. 

The ground floor corridors were 


dark and silent. The mutineers had 


cut off the electric light supply, | 


An acetylene lamp was brought and 
the white walls were seen to be drip-| 
ping with blood. There was not a 
mutineer in sight, and in the middle 
of the corridcr lay the bodies of the 
chief warder, his wife and his assist-. 
ant. Mme. Archinard’s head had 
rolled down the corridor, and was 
stopped by the open door of an empty 
cell, 

With every precaution the soldiers 
and gendarmes and police, with revol-| 
vers in their hands, marched up the 
stairs to the second floor, The mut-) 
{neers were waiting for them, and 
when more doors were forced there 
was a short but flerce hand to hand 
struggle. | 

A volley cowed the mutineers, One 
of them, a sailor named Magnaud, was} 
found dead .n a cell. Behind him 
the dead body of Drahonnet, the ring- 
leader, hung from a nail in the ceil- 
ing. 

The victims, dead and wounded, 
were taken to the civil hospital and 
all the mutineers were safely locked | 
in cells by midnight. Today every-|

S°C%ET3 OF THAMES, 


Great Seal «* England Once Recovered 
From Its Depths, 


Probably in the whole world there 
fs no river with such historical asso- 
ciation as the Thames. Many are 
the secr ts held ‘neath the turbulent 
water: of old Father Thames, and to! 
stand on one of the grey bridges that 
span this historic riv.r, with the din 
of its traffic, une asi.gy, morning 
a: I night, year in year out, seems to! 
carry the thought back through the 
ages. Back to the bloody riots of the| 
“eighty” or to that time of the ter. 
rible pestilence of 1665, when al! along | 
its weter way dim figures moved at 
of night to the awful accom. 
piniment of “bring out your dead.” 

From a statue, even to a humble 
coin, from a millionaire’s hoard to 
the beggar’s penny, many are the ob. | 
jects thut lie hidden on the thick mud | 
at the bottom, either by accident or | 
design. | 

One of the most ancient, and, 
strangely enough, best preserved re- | 
lies, was found in 1868 near Waterloo | 
Bridge. This was a Celtic helmet of 
bronze more than twenty centuries 
old. The stats of its preservation was 
marvellous, the ornamentation being 
almost as unworn as when the helmet 
was first made. In 1856 a bronze 
shi.ld of about the same date was 
taken from the river mud near Bat- 
tersea, together with a great number 
of swords, spears and other weapons. 
This shield ‘s the finest of its period 
in the world. It is 14 inches wide and 
30 inches long, and highly ornamented 
with curious r.d enamel discs. It 
seems almost impossible to realize | 
that the owner of (his shield was some 
barbarian, cled perhaps only in the 
skins of wolves. | 

In 1837, near London Bridge, which | 
has always proved a mine of buried 


were found. They are bronzes of Ap- 

and Mercury, “eft Rey 
somewhat mutilated and dinted, but 
sufficiently well preserved to show 
that both were the work of true art- 
ists, and probably famous sculptures 
of that day. 

Such a great quantity of bronze, | 
silv.r and gold coins have been found 
in the Thames at various times that 
it would be almost impossible to cata- 
logue them. In 1841 a number of gold 
coins were found by a laborer, who 
aft.rwards sold them to a collector, | 
while some twenty-five years earli+ 
a great quantity of angels and hail | 
sover’igns of the reigns of Henry the 
Seventh and Henry the Eighth were 
thrown up by a smal! kind of water 
spout. They were claimed %y_ the 
corporation, but what happened to 
them is not known. 

At one time the Great Seal of hug: 
land found a resting place in the 
Thames. It was thrown there pur- 
posely by James the Second on the 
hight he ded from Whitehall, bret a 
fisherman accidentally brought it to 
light some time afterwarda; and it’ 
was restored to the Government. At 
Queenhithe the Seal of Edward the! 
Confessor for the Port of Loo ton was 
brought to the surface by a d:iger in 
1810.

Redistribution 


With the rapid increase of the 
population of the district between 
Calgary and Medicine Hut, and 
of that portion of Calgary north 
of the Bow River, known as 
Crescent Heights, the subject of 
a reapportionment of the boun- 
daries of the provincial electoral 
divisions is one that demands at- 
tention, and that should be atten- 
ded to before the next Provincial 
election, which, cannot be very 
far distant now, if all signs are 
true, 

The present constituency, 
known as that of Gleichen, ex- 
tends from Crescent Heights to 
east of Bassano. It is a very big 
one, and its boundaries were fixed 
ata time when the population of 
the district was very small. 

With that modesty so charac- 
teristic of them, Bassano people 
are suggesting that a new con- 
stiuency be formed, with its wes- 
tern boundary at Strathmore and 
its eastern boundary at Carlstid, 
and that it be given the name of 
Bassano, This proposition is one 
that will not appeal to any other 
part of the district but Bassan >, 
and we are sure that Gleichen es- 
pecially, the oldest town in the 
district, and one which at present 
gives its name to the constituency, 
will not appreciate. Strathmore 
would be as much entitled to giv- 
ing a name to the new con stiuen- 
cy aS Bassano, for that mater, 
but they are not insistent on the 
matter. 

What we are sure would be a 
better solution of the naming 
problem. when the new 
uency comes to be named, is that 
it be called **Bow Valley.” This 
would be geographically correct, 
and ought to please every section 
of the district. 

The district from Calgary to 
Carlstad is known as the Bow 
Valley all over the world, aid we 
could not imagine a more suita- 
ble name for the new constituency 
when it is formed Of course, if 
every town within the district 
wants to have the division called 
after it, then it will be upto the 
Strathmore people to press for 
Strathmore, but we imagine they 
should all be willing to agree on 
what is, afterall, the proper name

Bank presidents (says the McLeod 
Advertiser) express the most un- 
bounded satisfaction with the 
general financial and business situ- 
ation through the country. Listen, 


for instance, to Mr, Angus, of the 
Bank of Montreal, as he says: ‘We 
again have to report a year of uni- 
versal and almost unbroken pros- 
perity throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. The unfavor- 
able conditions which retarded the 
harvesting operations and which it 
was feared would prove calamitous 
passed without much iojury in the 
western provinces, where the yield 
of wheat and other grains has prov- 


ed satisfactory both as to quality 
and quantity.” 

You can picture to yourself the 
worthy president rubbing his hands 
with smiling satisfaction as he 
utters these words. Yet, truth to 
tell, the satisfaction is not general 
over Canada, and here in the west 
and among the farmers particularly, 
it would take a pair of glasses of 
“hextra magnifying power” to dis- 
cover many signs of the remarkable 
prosperity pointed out, 

Right in this district, for instance, 
there is a squeeze on at the present 
that would give the most dyed-in- 
wool optimist cold feet. The great 
\prosperity and profit seems to have 
been absorbed by one class of the 
population, while others were miss- 
ed when the distribution was going 
on. With wheat down so low that 
it is hardly worth while to haul it to 
the elevator, and with the prices of 
the necessities of life soaring higher 


than ever it is anything but a merry 
Christmas in many a prairie shack 
this year. In plain language the 
farmers are *‘up against it.” 

All this is pointed out, not with 
the idea of stirring up strife and 
jealousy, or to prove that the Do- 
minion is going to the demnition 
bow-wows, but to show that there 
are inequalities and injustices that 
are not allowed for, even in bank 
presidents’ addresses, Give the far- 
mers a wider market for their grain 
now cut off by prohibitive duties;

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HAVE YOU A DAIRY GOW? 


Local Papers In Saskatchewan Hand 
Out Advice to Farmers 

The local papers of Saskatchewan 
as well as the farm press, are draw- 
Ing the attention of farmers to the 
profits of the deiry industry. The 
Viscount Sun says in part: 

“Have you a dairy cow? If this 
question were asked our Saskatche- 
wan farmers to-day 96 per cent. of 
them would have to answer in the 
negative. A dairy cow gives ali the 
way from 6,000 to 30,000 pounds test- 
ing from 3 tc 6 per cent. butter fat. 
At present figures, the ordinary milk- 
ing animal costs from $60 to $80—- 
the dairy cow from $150 to $300. An 
average milker gives 3,000 pounds of 
milk per year testing about 2.76 per 
cent. Your dairy cow gives at least 
9,000 testing 3.76 per cent. If you 
sell milk you make $120 more from 
a dairy cow (6,000 pounds of milk at 
$2 per 100 pounds) and have all the 
skim milk from 6,000 pounds whole 
milk to feed to the hogs. In short 
you will have to stable, feed and care 
for three milkers to obtain the same 
results as from one dairy cow.” 

The Gull Lake Advertiser says: 

“What are you going to do with the 
products of your crop this fall?—your 
screenings, your sprouted sheaves, 
your straw—the thousand and one 
accessories of the bountiful grain har- 
vest? Burn them, you say! You 
must be rich, and, if so, this is not 
for you. If not, utilize them at a 
profit. How?—by buying a few head 
of stock. Put that extra bushel per 
acre that a bountiful Providence and 
the fertility of Saskatchewan's soil 
has given you into a couple of cows, 
a few pigs or a few sheep. You can 
buy a first class milking cow for 
$90.00, three pure bred pigs, four pure 
bred or a dozen grade ewes for the 
same sum, and in the sprirg there will 
be additions; dollars and cents every 
one. Beef as high as eleven cents 
on the hoof, pork up to nine and mut- 
ton up to six, live weight. Think ot 
it.” 


BASIS OF BUSINESS 


President Taft Saye It is a Protective 
Tariff 


One of the most striking features 
of the United States Presidential cam- 
paign is the tenacity with which the 
three candidates have adhered to the 
principle of moderate protection as the 
policy calculated to contribute mater- 
ially to the national developmnt of the 
country. In speaking on the tariff 
question last year President Taft said: 

“The business of the country rests 
The pub- 
lic keenly realize that a disturbance 


| of business by a change in the tariff 


and a threat of injury to the industries 
of the country ought to be avoided, 
and that nothing could help so much 
jo minimize the fear of destructive 
changes as the known existence of a 
reliable source of information for legis: 
lative action. The deep interest in 
the matter of an impartial agcertain- 
ment of facts before any new revision 
was evidenced by an effort to pass a 
tariff-commission bill in the short ses- 
sion of the Sixty-first Congrese, in 
which many of both parties united.” 

In his reference to the Wi!son tariff 
of 1894 which gave manufacturers 
free woo! but provided for duties on 
woollen manufactures the President 
said: 

“It is the only experience we have 
had for a generation of a radical re- 
vision of this schedule, and, without 
exaggerating its importance, one 
pledged to a moderate protection 
policy may well hesitate before giving 
approval without full information to 
legislation which makes a more radi- 
cal reduction in the protection actually 
afforded to menufacturers of wool than 
did the Wilson Act.” 


THE WOOLLEN INDUSTRY 


Its Expansicn Desirabie In the In- 
terests of the Whole Country 


It is significant to note that the 
sheep industry has dwindled rapidly 
since the introduction of the British 
preference which has resulted in clos- 
ing a large number of woollen mills 
n different parts of the country, A 
partial solution would be to revise the 
tariff on woollen goods.

aught we know, may refer to what 
took piace iniliions of years in the 
past. Other verses bearing upon 
this which should be most prayerful'yv 
considered are Ps. xxxill, 6, 9, and 
Heb. xi, 3, which affirm that the creat-

| That the creation was by Him 

whom we know as the Son of God 's 
{most plainly stated in John 1, 1-3;

PUSH FACTORY LIFE 


Western Boards of T of Trade Want In 
dustrial Activity Stimulated 


The people of Western Canada, par- 
ticularly those in towns and cities are 
alive to the necessity of developing 
activity in manufacturing in the West. 
This subject was one of the chief 
topics of discussion at the convention 
in Moosejaw of the Associated Boards 
of Trade of Western Canada. A reso 
lution was adopted calling upon the 
Governments of Manitoba, Saskatche 
wan and Alberta to emphasize techni- 
cal education as a means of stimu- 
jating industrial activity on the plains, 
The resolution expressed the desire 
of the West to work up its own raw 
materials into manufactures for the 
local outside markets, thus conserv- 
ing for the prairie most of the profits 
and by-products which now go to 
waste. The resolution recited the 
fact that nine-tenths of the youths of 
‘Western Canada wish to go into in- 
dustrial careers. If these are to be 
kept at home and not lost to the 
United States, the establishment of 
manufacturing industries beyond the 
Great Lakes must continue to be fos 
tered by moderate protection. In sup 
porting the resolution, Mr. b. J. Cheg: 
win, of Moosejaw, declared that no 
country could become great without 
‘manufactures. “The cities,” he sald, 
‘“are crying for industries, and the 
whole (Western) country is in need 
| @f industries.” 


FACTORY GROWTH 


| The Census Figures for Canada Show 
Increase in Ten Years 

The census returns of the manufac- 
tures or factories of Canada are now 
being made public by the Statistics 
branch at Ottawa. The figures indl- 
bate a growtl that far exceeds the 
most extravagant estimates during 
the recent trade discussions. In ten 
years the number of factories in- 
creased nearly 32 per cent.; capital 
invested, almost 180 per cent.; number 
of employes, 50 per cent.; salaries 
and wages, 110 per cent, and products 
140 per cent.

NOVELTY IN RAT-TRAPS 


This One Invented by a Boy Who 


Has Been Offered Fortune for It 

Ben Cardiis “only a farm boy,” in 
England and goes to school yet. H 
has just invented such a good rat- 
trap that he /has been offered $100,000 
for it by a (big syndicate. 

A rattrap that would work inces- 
santly and .effectively day and night 
has been long sought. 

That’s the kind of a trap Ben Card 
bas invented. 

“Just as soon as I heard that they 
would pay lots of money for an e'ec- 
tric rat-trap unlike and better than 
any ever made | started to work,” 
Ben explained to an interviewer. 

“Yt works like this,” Ben pointed 
out: “The rat comes up this ‘walk,’ 
goes on this trip, smells the bait, puts 
{ts forefoot on this shelf to get nearer

the bait, and in so doing completes 
a circuit through its body, and is elec- 
trocuted. The current releases the 
catch beneath the trip, one of four 
revolving ‘levels,” and the weight of 
the dead rat turns the trip wheel. The 
rat falls into a receptacle beneath, or 
into a tunnel which may carry it far 
away, and another trip is ready for 
the next rat.

Developing Mixed Farm- 
ing in Alberta 


DR, RUTHERFORD’'S SCHEME 
OUTLINED 
—— 

Twenty.one cars containing 365 
head of grade and pure-bred cattle 
and swine arrived at Strathmore 
(says the ‘Canadian Farm" in its 
latest issue) a fortnight ago from 
Ontario, 4t was the first: importa- 
tion ot live stock arranged for by 
De. J. G Rutherford since he took 
charge of the work of organising a 
de spartiment of animal husbandry in 
connection with the Natural Resour- 
ces section of the C.P.R. 

In order that dairying and beef- 
raising be carried on property in the 
country, it is the aim of Dr. Ruth- 
erford and his staff to introduce as 
much good blood into the herds as 
possible, and it is also realized that 
the best time to ensure that stand- 
ard of efficiency is in the first stages 
of the industry. If the beginner in 
mixed farming could be led to buy 
a tew animals of good breeding in- 
stead of a large number ot interior 
stock, and to develop a taste for the 
scientific side of the dairy business 
or the meat business, the live stock 
industry would never be the subject 
ot worry to those concerned in the 
country’s wellare that it is to-day. 
The prime idea of bringing to the 
west the best stock that can be pro- 
cured is, therefore, to make the 
farmer like the business of mixed 
farming so well that it will never 
retrograde, 

SHIPMENTS FROM ONTARIO. 

Getting at the farmer is, however, 
the taxing problem, and the method 
of distributing the recent shipment 
of cattle which arrived at Strath- 
more shows how Dr. Rutherford 
proposes to reach the man on the 
land. In the first place, the order 
for this special’shipment was not 
sent to Ontario before it was ascer- 
tained that a large number of farm- 

ers in the vicinity of Strathmore and 
Gleichen were willing to adopt mix- 
farming on a more or less extensive 
scale. There were in the consign- 
ment 150 grade Short-horn females, 
43 pore-bred Short-horn females, 
and 15 pure-bred short-horn bulls, 
111 grade Holstein females, 46 grade 
Ayrshire females, and 142 pure- 
bred pigs, including the Yorkshires, 
Tamworths, and Berkshires. Dr. 
Rotherford is very proud of the 
pure-bred Short-horn cattle, and, 
speaking to your correspondent to- 
day regarding them, he said: **Mr. 
W. A. Dryden, of Brooklyn, On- 
tario, spared himself neither time 
nor trouble in securing the best 
animals of the dairy Short-horn 
type that he could buy tor me, and 
| have no hesitation in saying that 
we have the finest lot of dairy Short- 
horn that has ever been shipped out 
of Ontario.” Continuing, he said: 

**The Ayrshires and the Holsteins 
were bought by Mr. F. Harris of 
Mount Eigin, Ontario, and that tact 
is sufficient guarantee of the excell- 
ence of those breeds which we re- 
ceived. The swine, too, are a very 
creditable lot, having been bought 
for us by J. E. Brethour of Burtord, 
Ontario.” Not 
lost on the trip west, as everything 
was shipped very carefully. Seven 
men accompanied the cattle and 
pigs. All the cows ‘in milking” 
were carried in

DISTRIBUTION 

When the shipment arrived at 
Strathmore and the animals were 
unloaded, the work of distributing 
them to the best advantage com- 
menced, Forty-three of the pure- 
bred dairy Short-horn females, with 
five out ot the sixteen pure-bred 
bulls which accompanied them, were 
reserved to form the basis of several 
herds of Short-horn cattle at differ- 
ent localities in Alberta, The re- 
maining bulls, while still the pro- 
perty of the C.P.R.’s Department 
of Animal Husbandry, are being 
placed in the hands of responsible 
persons, to be used in those districts 
where their services will be of value 
to the greatest number of people. 
The only charge that is being made 
for the use of these animals is a 
nominal fee to recoup the men who 
are in charge of them for the ex- 
penses entailed in the keeping and 
handling of the animals. ‘The other 
cattle and the swine were sold to 
settlers near Strathmore, Dairoy, 
Keoma, Irricana, Nightingale and 
Gleichen, The conditions under 
which the stock was sold Was two- 
folu, namely, either for cash, at the 
actual cost which the company un- 
derwent in buying the animals and 
in transporting them from Ontario, 
or for credit, to the extent of one 
year, on the security of a lien note, 
bearing interest at eight per cent. 
The fact that all the saleable stock 
was sold inside of three days is evid- 
ence that both the desire for mixed 
farming and the terms on which the 
grade animals could be purchased 
were popular.
